STATUS OF NEW YORK'S RACING TURMOIL. 



Jockey Club Nut Disturbed bv Tliieals uf Elfoits 
tu Close the Tracks. 



New York. Augu.'^t 4. .Voting District Attorney 
Elder's recent i-onfereiice with Goyernor Hiiglies 
has l»en followed lev wild reports and vaguely out- 
lined suggestions of new tilings impending for the 
dlseomliinre of raeing men and 'the imperiling of 
race tracks. Nothing is very definite. It is said 
the governor, for one thing, may remove the sherilT 
of Saratoga County and for another that the sheriff 
of Kings County is in danger of similar action. 
There does not seem to lie much substance to tbe 
reports in general. flie only really definite thing 
Is Governor Hughes’ ealliug of an extraordinary 
term of the Suiireine Court to try the pending casi-s 
of allegi’d violation of the lictting laws, with an 
up state ludge presiding. 

In extilaiuing tile apiMiintnient of Justiee Walsou 
.M. Rogers to irt tlie laee track eases at the ex 
traordiu.ary term of tin- Supreme Court, to lie lielil 
in BniokI.vn. .Mr. Kld*T easiiall.t remarked that 

Judge Dike, wlio has lieeu silling tlirouglioiit the 
session of the grand Jiirv, intends to sail for Euro|.e* 
August ami the first raee traek eases are not 

s<-heduied for trial until livi- dais later. It was 

deemed ativlsable. .Mr. Elder said, to assign an 
up state lltdge to tile ease.-. 

Talk alMHit nailing iu> tlie gates of tbe traeks 

does n<d apltear to alarm the .loeke> Club lawyers. 

Several of tiiem. wlieii asked for an opinion a's to 
tbe report that an ellort would la- made to elose tbe 
traeks altogellier. ssiil lliat each track was o{>erat- 
iug ijuder a lU'euse issued l.v the .Slate Racing t.’om- 
mitaion, that it was stipulated In the Percy-Gray 



law that the tracks could legally conduct horse 
laees and that the grand jury in its presentment 
last w«s‘k admitted that tliere was no wav to close 
tlie tracks uulesB by s|tecial legislation wliicli would 
make the racing itself a crime. 

"If a move is made to close the tracks.” said 
one attorney, ''lieavy damage suits will be liroiiglit 
against tile <“ounty of Kings. Furthermore, operal 
lug tinder a. state license, the traeks eiin easily get 
an uijiinetioii. Wliat has tlie new law ueeomplislied ! 
It has alisolutely killed iHMikmaking. It has killed 
<>I>en betting with casli and has reduced attendance 
ligures and gate receipts about 70 per cent The 
lietting ring is empty. Tliere are no bookmakers 
an.v more, because sheet writing and the {Misting of 
odds are itn(i<issifile. Then wliat is going on at ’the 
tracks? Credit speeiiiatidn among friends wlio trust 
one another and who liet in accordance with the 
Rischoff decision, it is true that men who were 
once liookmakers are there and that they tiet with 
triends on the niHi, but they do not violate the law 
in anv way. That iioiut will !«■ shunu clearly when 
some of these eases get a trial.” 

•Justice Blanchard’s refusal to grunt a permanent 
injunction against the police department restraining 
tile bhn-coats from dispersing crowds and gron(is 
at the Slieetisliead Ba.v track lias caused some 
anxiety among race traek patrons, but a ixilice 
official said yesterda.v: 

"The iioliee will ‘spreserve order at the tracks 
when racing is resumed here. We will arrest all 
persons wlio r»s-ord wagers or accept cash wagers, 
Imt we cannot interfere with persons who may make 
oral wagers, with one another under the iirovisions 
of tile Biselioll' decision. Our instructions iiroti- 
aidy will lie to allow patnins of the track to do 
what and go wliere they please after they enter 
the enclosure, provided they do not violate the 
law.” 

, HOPEFUL OF NEW ORLEANS RACING. 

Uliarles S. Rush, for nian.v years controller of rac- 
ing at New Orleans and president of the A;rescent 
Cit.v .lockey Cltiii, does not think racing at New 
Orleans has been done awa.y with and is credited 
with sa.ving: “I think we will see racing in New 

Orleans this winter under the oral betting system. 
Tliere is no law against that, as I uiiderstuud it. 
I.awyers state there are many tlaws Ut the recent 
liill pussetl by the legislature by a narrow majority, 
liut even witli tlie law 1 look for racing. 

"It ma.i be necessary to reduce purses and 
stakes to enable tbe tracks to live, tint horsemen 
{•rotiatily will be glad to race for smaller purses if 
they are assured of non-interference. Racing means 
much to the business interests of our city, ami they 
are Lavorable to the traeks when proiierly coii- 
ducted.” 

LATEST MEXICAN RACING SCHEME. 

The Aguascalientes, .Mexico, racing scheme is ex 
plained in the .Mexican Herald of July 26. just to 
hand. That paper says; 

"•Vlejandro de la Arena, of the racing committee 
of the Jtickey dull, has obtained a concession for 
a raiv track •with betting, either bookmaking or 
liari-miitilels. or other forms, at Aguascalientes. 
'llie tract of land- where the race truck is to lie 
built ts covered b.v the concession and he expects 
to leave early in August for New York and Chi- 
cago.^ for tbe purfio.se of interesting racing men In 
the ITnited States. He will organize a big compauv 
and start to work on his course at the earliest 
possible date. 

"Mr. Arena has just returned to Mexico after an 
absence of .several weeks from the city at his ha- 
cienda, El Saticillo, in the state of Aguascalientes. 
He -spent considerable time in the city of Aguas- 
calientes. where he completed, with the authorities, 
the details of his concession 

".Vguascalientes is air ideal place for wirrter rac- 
ing, in the opinion of Mr. Arena, and there will he 
the additional attraction of the waters as well. 
It Is thought that a fine course can be built, as tlie 
life of the concession will be tor at least fifteen 
years. 

"There Is plent.y of loi’al interest In racing at 
Aguascalientes. and often on the match races which 
are from time to time run there, as much as .$60,000 
to $70,001 is bet on the race. The course, however, 
is cxpt-ctiHl to attract a large uumber of race lovers 
from the United States and the owners and horses 
will almost all come from acrtiss the border. Horse- 
men in the United States have now no available 
idace for racing in winter except California, nor. 
as a matter of fact, in tbe summer time, either, 
except such races us may be held on the Kentucky 
tracks of Lexington. Latoula and Churchill Downs. 
In the east racing continues, but under precarious 
conditions. 

"Aguascalientes is, not so far into .Mexico that 
it would deter the horsemen from coming from tlie 
i lilted States, and with the open concession for tbe 
lietting, this would have an additional attraction. 

"Tlie concession covers any form of lietting on 
tlie races, but liookmakiug will undoubtediv lie put 
ill if present plans are carried out. 

"It is expected that the first meetiug will be held 
in tlie stiring of 19U9.”
